pe's quota was $060,408, and puad an §1058,27%;
Vorth Carolina’s quota was 676, 10466, and pai
n $95,086, The States ol Georgla, nasessed at
BRGRY, D67+88; Alabama, at $520,815-38; Misslasippi,
tsba,m-cu: and Texas, at £365,106°66, are the
mly Btates which have not yel paid something
on gocount of the tax, From thiv statement ir
will be seen that the late rebellious States are
mdebted in these items alone to the Government,
$56,158,081.

chasers that a comparatively smull number of
perdons Rlmost cotirely monopolue the trade,
and thereby continue to inifiate the scale of
prices. The proprictors of the best restaurants
charge two dollars per gullon for the best oystirs,
and their profits at that rate must be very light,
when it ls recollected thuat a bushel of prime
oysters rarely produce u gallon when opened.
